ſenſible of the conſtant affteion of the good Town of Edinburgh to 
Religion , and their eminent and exemplary zeal and defi:e tor pro» 
viding and eſtabliſhing a ſufficient number of pions, ableand well 
qualified Miniſters for their ſeverall Kirks, And taking allo to their 
terious con(ideration the vaſt charges they have been art in building of 
cheir Kirks and other publick Works, in advancing great lums of 
money for the ule of the publick towards the Maintenance of the 
Caule, and the promoting the Reformation, and the great loſſes they 
have ſuſtained ſince theſe great troubles and diſtractions; And being 
deſirous to encourage and enablethem rowards the maintaining and 
providing of a ſutficient number of able and well qualified Mini- 
fters ; Therefore, The ſaids Eſtares of Parliament, after ſcrious 
conſideration of the premiſes, And of the faid Petition of the 
good Town and Report made thereanent , Do Ratifie and Ap- 
prove the Ad of the Councell of the ſaid good Town of Edin- 
bargh, with the advice and concurrence of their Neighbours upon the 
rwenty day of October laſt by-paſt, concerning their Reſolu- 
tions to have twelve Miniſters conſtantly within the ſaid Burgh : 
As alſo, do Ratifie and Approve the ſaid Act of the late Commit- 
tee of Eſtates of the ewenty eighth day of December laſt, for 
yeerly Impolition of the ſum of nineteen thouſand Merks upon the 
Houſe Mails within the ſaid Burgh, To be a conſtant Provition for 
ſix of thertwelve Miniſters of the ſaid Burgh , with the alterations 
and additions following : And the Eſtates ot Parliament conſidering, 
Thar the providing and maintaining of the ſaid fix Miniſters doth 
concern the Worſhip of God , and tend to the propagating and

Miniſters be impoſed and laid upon the whole Rents and Mails of 
all che dwelling Houſes, Chambers, Booths, Cellers, and all other 
Houles high and low paying Mail within the ſaid Town, Whilk

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Impoſition ſhall be paid by the Inhabitants and Poſlefſors , And that 
without any exemption or exception of any Houle ot what{omever 
holding or nature they be of, or of any perſon or perſons ot what- 
ſomever degree, quality or place they be of, upon any priviledge or 
pretence whatſomever . And that the ſaid Impoſition may be certain 
and effectuall, It 15 Ordained, that upon every hundred Mecrks 
of Mail throughout the whole Town, the annuitie of five Metks 
be impoled upon the whole Rents and Mails forelaids , 
That thereby the ſum of nineteen thouſand Merks may be inade 
up yearly, to be a conſtant proviſion to fix Miniſters within the 
{aid Burgh , That every one of the ſaids fix Miniſters may have 
yearly, the ſum of two thouſand , ſeven hundred Merks tor his 
Stipend, and four hundred Merks for his Houſe Mail, and the tour 
hundred Merks remaining to be allowed for the waſte houſe 
Mails, and for the Colle&ion of the ſaid Impoſition ; The 
ayment of which Impoſition and annualtie ſhall be Quarter- 
ie each three moneths by advance , The firſt Quirte:s payment 
beginning at Martimas laſt by-paſt tor the firſt Quarter, and the 
next Quarter being the firſt ot February laſt, for che moneths 
of Febraarie, March and Aprilland the third quarter the firſt of 24ay, 
for the moneths of May, Fune .nd Fuly , And the laſt quarter the 
firſt of Avguſt for the Moneths of eAuguſt, September and Ottober, And 
ſo forth every year therefore quaiterly each three MonethS. And that 
the Mailes and rents of all the houſes, chambers, booths, and others 
aforeſaid may be truly known, there ſhall be an exact ſurvey there- 
of made and taken upon the oathes of thelnhabirants,and rhereatterthe 
proportion of five of every hundred impoſed thereupon: And incaſe 
afcer exact trial upon vath by the ſurveyers in manner atorelaid, Ir ſhal 
betound that the impoſition of five upon the hundred will not makeup 
the {aid whole ſum of ninteen thouſand Merks , That upon report to 
the Parliament of what ſhall be wanting and iolaiking, The Eſtates 
of Parliament will take co con(ideration what further quota {hall be 
impoſed for making up thefaid whole ſum of nintcen thouſand merks 
for the conſtant and yearly proviſion of the ſail fix Miniſters. And 
| allo itis hereby Ordained That the ſaid impoſition ſhall alwayes be 
Collected by the Deacons of theKitk,to be delivered to the Treaſurer 
of the Kirk lefſions, And is not to come inthe hands of the Town 
Counſlel!, nor co be applied roany other uſe nor is abovewritten. Ic 
is alwayes declared,that the toreſaid impoſition is ro be laid upon the 
Inhabirants, Tenents and poſleſſor: without exception or exemption 
of any upon wha: Priviledge or pretence whatlomever, And the ſaid 
Impoſition ſhallno wayes affe&t the ground, right or propertie of the 
houſes tenements boothes and others aforeſaid, Bur that the proportio» 
nating and diviſion of the foreſaid ſum to be payed by the inhabi- 
rants according to their mailes is onlie to be the rule and ſquare for tax- 
ing the inhabitants tor payment: thereof, at the rates of the mailes pay- 
ed by them and not ro afte& rtheground as 1s atoreſaid, The tenants, in- 


habicants and poſſeſlors,alwayes being ſubjeR in payment ———_— 
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liable to perſonall and reall execution for the fame. And ſeeing 
by the fore{aid Annuitieand impoſition, the ſaid Town of Edinburgh 
will be the more enabled to entertain twelve Miniſters, It 15 hereby 
Ordained thart they uſe all diligence tor getting their Kirks provided

ſly torbidden in the 18. chapter of Leviticxs , ſhall be puniſhed tothe 
death: And conſidering alſo that there be many other degrees of inceſt 
both in affinity and conſanguinity, no leſs hainous and puniſhable then 
theſe expreſſed in theLetter of that Text, becauie they be either neerer 
or fully as neer : Therefore the Eſtates ot Parliament, being deſirous 
to providea {utficient remedy againſt all theſe evils, And that the wrath 
of God (which could not bur lie heavy upon the Land, by impunity 
o! ſuch abominable crimes) may be averted, Do ratifie and approve 
the ſaid At; And further Declare and Ordain, That not only thoſe 
perſons who are guilty of any degree of Inceſt, expreſt inthe fore- 
ſaid Text : Bur alſo that whatſoever perſon or perſons ſhall hereafter 
be found guilty of any other degree of Inceſt exher neerer or fully 
as neer in affinity or conſanguinity, as theſe that are expreſſed in the 
Letter of the foreſaid Text, ſhalbe puniſhed ro the death,And that ſuch 
perſons may be the better known, The {:ids Eſtares findes and declares 
all theſe degrees mentioned and ſer down in the following Table to be 
Inceſt and puniſhable by death.
